iLe first question I must raise, one I'we raised more tia*;o than I can estimate, ig 
why with all these reviews of J7K assassination records ay many requests for precisely 
thin public infonsatio-i roaain without response. I hare filed two dvsen or nor© such 
fClA requests. It in more than a y«»ar since your BA Howard testified in tr.y C. A. 75-1 9S6 
that the Pal had bp then had three reviews of thie caterial. It ia acre than a year alnce 
1 testified to these re quo at ■ that are entirely without any compliance since. The F2I*o 
counsel, aDSa and staff, were present at my testimony and at 3A Howard’s, Various PHI 
iOlA pernonnel were present, lou obtained the transcript of thie testimony, 1 tuive 
the tiae of the testimony repeated prior appeals. But to date there is the aaao - total - 
silence irtm tb® FSI and from you who sign yourself as ia charge of the FBI* a POIA .ork. 

The Act requires the production of records, not their generation, However, my PA 
and PCIA requests that should have yielded these records years a*o also are without your 
compliance. My appeals of this ia also without response. I therefore do not have all the 
records relevant to my FOIA and PA requests. I herewith repeat my requests under the Acte, 
intending by the repetition that you provide si thin the time limitations of the Acte all 
those records that relate to my requests. £ fiie means back to as I recall it I960. I assume 
that this is your all-tine record of non-cocplinoe. Whether or not it is I want any and 
all such records of whatever source or nature* however ^no rated and wherever filed or 
stored or described or classified by the FBI. 1 also solicit any explanation you would 
care to provide for this persisting non-compliance and the permeating disregard for the 
obligations imposeduppn the Bureau an. upon you personally by the Acts. 

Aaide fron other and I believe obvious considerations it is a faot that aaao if not 
much or indeed all of what you are now making available should have been provided to se 
quite long ago* Not having complied with my requests and the Acte has, 1 beUevu, been 
hurtful to me and hu constituted an interference with ay right and ability to perform 
the work upon which X have for so long been engaged*
